It will be recailed 
that the president urged upon the im- 
perial government: 

1. To give public assurarce whether the 
foreign ministers were still alive, and, if

2. To put the diplomatic representatives

THOUSANDS VISITED CAMP MEETING 
AT MOUNT GILEAD YESTERDAY 


A 4 
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EN MILES from Atlanta, a short 
“T atstance from the little hamlet of 

Ben Hill, a good old-time Methodist 
campmeeting is in progress at the Mount 
Gilead tabernacle. The regular summer 
campmeeting of this place Is an event, 
not only to the countryside, but to At- 
lantians, hunderds of whom drive over 
with their families and lady friends, par- 
ticularly on Sunday. Yesterday it ts cs- 
mated that 5,000 people, half of them 
residents of Atlanta, were on the Mount 
Gilead camp ground. The services were 
interesting and marked by spiritual fer- 
ver, the large tabernacle being crowded 
at the several day and night mmetings. 
Presiding Elder Lovejoy preached a 
strong missionary sermon _ yesterday 
morning, and,Rey. B. F. Fraser, pastor 
of the Walker Street Methodist Eplisco- 
pal church, and-Rev. F. P. Spencer;-pastor 
of St. John’s Methodist Episcopal church, 
of Atlanta, preached in the afternoon and 
evening. These services, five of which are 
held a day, began last Friday night and 
will continue until next Saturday morn- 
ing. A number of the best known Meth- 
odist divines of the north Georgia con- 
ference will be heard in Mount Gilead 
tabernacle this week. The Georgia camp 
mecting has passed into song and proverb, 
and this particular one, famous for a 
generation, is eminently typtcal. This 
year’s meeting is up to the standard of 
previous years, 

A reporter of The Constitution drove to 
Mcunt Gilead in company with Photog- 
rapher Edwards, yesterday, leaving the 
city at 8 o’clock in the morning. The 
drive is over a well graded road kept in 
good repair, though the drought and heat 
of the past fortnight have made it ex- 
ceedingly dusty. There was no need to 
inquire the way to Ben Hill. All one 
had to do was to follow the procession, 
made up of every kind of a turnout from 
a tally-ho coach to an ox cart. When 
the newspaper men turned in the Cam- 
elton road, just this side of Fort Mc- 
Pherson, the caravan ahead suggested 
going to a derby or county fair. There 
were plenty of smart equipages bearing 
Atlanta’s smart set, and interspersed 
with them were hacks, lumber wagons, 
carryalls, buekboards, and dozens of ve- 
hicles famillar to the commerce of the 
city, inciuding a furniture’ van. The 
Jehu who kick? dust in everybody’s eyes 
‘Was very much in evidence, and when 
two of them feil in together, there were 
races that spread consternation down the 
line. Some of the incidents observed en 
route were laughable. The Mount Gil- 
ead pilgrims were in high feather, and 
some sang snatches of songs not in the 
sacred category as they béwled merrily 
along. The small boy jumped over the 
tailboard and rushed orchards as he 
passed, in one instance being left behind

by his guying companions; the city miss 
simulated fright at the gait her rapid 
young man drove, and your Uncle Hea- 
ekiah Fallowland, with sprucely combed 
whiskers, smiled blandly on the* Spring 
seat at the “sisters.”’ «At Ben Hfll, two 
natives met In the road and gave the 
inevitable conflicting testimony as to the 
distance to the camp ground.

bies. Quite:a.sprinkling of negroes hung 
about the outskirts of the crowd, and 
many of them a!d a thriving: business 
vending watermeions. There was a deal 
of picturesqueness in the country wagons 
arriving with their family loads, gener- 
ally propelled by mules. They came 
seated in hickory split-bottom chairs, or 
straw in the bed of the wagon, some- 
times a double row of umbrellas over 
their heads. ' Bedquilts that rivalled Jo- 
seph’s coat in diversity of. color were 
thrown over the seat, and every wagon 
carried an ample commissary department. 
There was fodder for the mules, too. 

In a cleaning in the center of the grove 
stands the whitewashed tabernacle upon 
a gently undulating knoll, surrounded by 
some forty camp houses. The tabernacle 
is principally roof, upheld ‘by short pil- 
lars, with rude benches thickly crowding 
its floor space. Its seating capacity is 
in the neighborhood of 2,000. Clean wheat 
straw is scattered on the ground floor, 
and the not unaitractive looking struc- 
ture is lighted by gasoline torches sus- 
pended to the pillars. A platform oc- 
cupies one end, large enugh for a dozen or 
so preachers, Two cabinet organs furn- 
ish the instrumental music. 

The little camp houses have a charm- 
ing flavor of religious Bohemia. They 
are rough as loggers’ shanties, weather- 
stained and rather dilapidated, with a 
brush covered porch in front. The 
glimpses of the interi@s caught through 
the open door add to the charm of the 
exterlor. The floor is scattered dcep 
with straw, evidences of home conventienc- 
es are to be seen Inthe furnishings, and in 
appetizing odor comes from the stove in 
the rear. There were plenty of rocking 
chairs under the brush arbors constantly 
occupied by the women habitues, and 
the scene presented by these outdoor 
cottage circles was one of solid comfort 
and sociability. The ground around the 
camps is quite clean and not very dusty, 
owing to the hard, shallow nature of the 
white soil. The grove ts largely of pri- 
meval oaks, many of great size, and a 
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cool breeze stir8 on tabernacle square the 
hottest day. 

An attractive natural feature of the 
place is a fine spring, a few rods from the 
line of camphouses. A ccol-looking white 
Pavillon has been erected over it, with a 
brick floor, and the spring has been neatly 
cemented. The stream is bold and cui, 
creating quite a little branch, which flows 
through a leafy dell containing some 
magnificent beeches. One of the sights 
of the camp ground is the crowd sur- 
rounding the springhouse in the neat of 
the day, eager to get a drink. There isa 
great scramble for the dippers. Whether 
it is because their presence is most needed 
there, the two or three deputy sheriffs in 
uniform who frequent the grounds are 
generally to be seen at the spring.

The picnickers 
are scattered in groups over eight or ten 
acres, the contents of their baskets spread 
on white tablecloths on the ground, and 
every one evircing keen enjoyment of thc 
novel repast. The baroecue man is on 
hand to sell you “hot ’cue,’’ and the ne- 
groes of the vicinity peddle fried chicken 
and biscuit. There is also an arbor res- 
taurant in the park. Superfluous conven- 
tionmalities are discarced by the pilgrims, 
and everybody wears a negligee air. The 
shirt-waist young man jis in his glory, and 
apparently proud of his suspenders. 
Everybody is jolly, but a proper degree of 
decorum is everywhere observable. Ex- 
tremes meet on a plane of camp-meeting 
fraternity. The tally-ho crowd surround 
their bountiful hamper beside the 
‘cracker’. family with their cold pone 
and bacon. People lunch everywhere, sit- 
ting in buggies, on stumps and on the dead 
oak leaves. The “spreads” generally 
represent the housewilfe’s most careful 
culinary skill, often planned and prepared 
days in advance of the meeting.

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LAYS HIS FRIEND 
TO OBTAIN MONEY 


Murderer of Express Messenger 
Lane Makes a Confession 


PART OF CASH RECOVERED 


Former Employee of the Company 
Recounts His Crime In Detall 


WAS TO HAVE MARRIED IN FEW DAYS 


Charles H. Ferrell Got Into Express 
Car Through Kindness of His 
Friend and Then Killed 
Him and Robbed 
the Safe, 


Forrell, a former employee of the Adams 


of Messenger Charles Lane and the rob- 
bery of the way safe of the Adams Ex- 
press Company on the Pennsylvania east- 
bound train which arrived in this city 
et midnight Friday., One thousand dol- 
Jars of the money which he had stolen 
Was recovered. 

Ferrell was to have been married 
Thursday next to Miss Lillian Costlow, 
the beautiful young daughter of Patrick 
Costlow, an engineer on the Pennsylvania 
lines. He had been discharged from 
the employ of the Adams Express Com- 
pany about three weeks ago and had not 
since teen able to secure employment. He 
confessed that the motive of the robbery 
wis to secure money, of which he felt 
in great need in consequence of his ap- 
proach'ng marriage. The money recov- 
ered he had given to Miss Costlow to 
keep for him, saying that it was the 
money he had saved from his earnings. 
He was at the home of his affianced 
end in her company when placed under 
arrest. i 

Ferrell is but twenty-two years of age 
and has a splendid physique, being six 
feet in height. He has dark hair and an 
attractive face and was finely dressed. 
When the officers took him into custody 
he assumed a nonchalant demeanor, but 
when he found that he could no longer 
deceive the officers’ he made a full con- 
fussion. After his statement had been 
taken by Chief of Police Tyler and he 
was led to a cell in the police station 
he was in a state of nervous collapse and 
orders were given that he be watched 
closely to prevent him doing himself bod- 


ily injury. 
Money for Marriage Expenses. 
In his confession Ferrell said that he 


had become desperate because of his in- 
ability to secure employment and a reali- 
zation of the fact that he must have 
money to defray the expenses of his ap- 
proaching marriage. The robbery had 
been carefully planned and it included the 
murder of Express Messenger Lane. He 
had no accomplices and no confidante. 
He knew Lane well. In fact they were 
friends, and he relied upon Lane’s confi- 
dence to help him execute the crime. He 
knew that considerable money was al- 
Ways carried by the messenger on Penn- 
sylvania train No. 8 between 8t. Louis 
and Columbus and that he was certain 
to secuire a large sum if he robbed the 
way safe. Having provided himself with 
a pistol, he went to Urbana Friday morn- 
fag and waited for No. 8. When the train 
arrive@ there Ferrell went at once to the 
express car and told Lane that he was 
eut of money and asked permission to 
ride to Columbus with him. Lane con- 
sented, never for a moment suspecting 
the treachery of his pretended friend. For 
a short time after the train left Urbana 
they chatted pleasantly. Lane sat in 
a chair in the end of the car with his 
back slightly turned. 

When Ferrell had finally nerved him- 
self for the crime he drew his revolver 
and stepped up behind Lane, unobserved, 
and fired three shots in rapid succession 
into the messenger’s back. Lane rolled 
off the chair on the floor on his face and 
Ferrell quickly fired the remaining shots 
at the prostrate body. Lane was uncon- 
scious, but Ferrell, fearing that the 
wounds already inflicted would not cause 
death, took Lane’s revolver and fired two 
more bullets from it into his body. Fer- 
yell then took the key to the way safe 
* from the pocket of the dead messenger 
and opened the safe and laid Lane’s re-. 
volver on one side where he could reach 
it easily in case he was detected and 
needed it to defend himself. 

He Leaves the Train. 

After he had taken out all the sacks 
containing the money packages, money 
orders and way bills, he placed them in a 
small satchel and waited until the car 
arrived at Plain City, when he slipped off 
the train. He went to a hotel and retired 
for the night without registering. Once 
in his room, Ferrell proceeded to ga 
through the packages and take out all the 
cash. Lifting up the mattress of the 
bed, he placed the revolver in a secure 
place in the springs. The express sack 
and envelopes he expressed to “C. W. 
Coylor, Lockport, N. Y.” This name and 
address were fictitious. He took the train 
for Columbus at 6:30 o’clock. ; 

When he arrived here Ferrell said he 
was much disturbed by the talk about 
the murder and robbery, which he heard 
upon every hand, but he kept up his 
nerve. During the day he paid a number 
of bills that he owed out of the money 
which he had stolen and bought some 
clothes and other things which he needed. 
Saturday night he went to see the young 
lady to whom he was engaged to be mar- 
ried and arranged to call again Sunday 
afternoon. It was at Plain City late 
Saturday afternoon that City Detectives 


O'Neill and Dundon obtained the Clew | 


that led, to Ferrell's apprehension. They 
bad been at the hotel at daylight while 
Ferrell was sleeping in an Upper room, 
and asked the proprietor if any strangers 
had registered or had been seen about 
the hotel. The proprietor said that he 
aid not remember having seen any stran- 
gers. Later in the afternoon the detec- 
tives again asked: the proprietor if he 
had seen any strangers about, and he 
remembered that a man had $ for- 
gotten to register and staid at the hotel 
that night and had gone away on the 
early morning train to Columbus. The 
detectives at once searched the room and 
found Lane’s revolver. They also found

Ferrell ‘tried to keep his nerve, but it 
was evident that he had been under a 
severe strain and that he coufa not stand 
the ordeal much longer. Several times he 
broke down, and when he was finally led 
to his cell he was in a state or coilapse. 

As soon as it was learned that Ferrell 
had given the money to his sweetheart, 
Inspector Barron went to the house and 
secured it. The young lady was utterly 
prostrated by the disclosure. 

Ferrell’s Story as He Tells It, 


The following is a copy of Ferrell's con- 
fewsion to Chief of Police Tyler: 

“My name is Charles R. H. Ferrell, and 
my parenis live in Steubenville. { former- 
iy worked for the Adams [xpress CU™m- 
pany, but was discharged two months 
uzo. I was to be married to Miss Lilllan 
Costlow next Thursday, and 1] neeued 
money. This was what caused me to do 
as { have done. I looked for work and did 
not find it, and the thought of being idie 
and without money made me reckless. On 
Friday I thought 1 might get some moncy 
in the way I did get it, and I immeuiately 
began to lay my plans. 

“lt went to Urbana Friday afternoon 

o'clock with the messenger Ol 
No. 33, and left the trair at Urbana. 1 
knew Mr. Lane slightly, having met him 
several times when he first came to Co- 
lumbus. When No. §$ came into Urbana l 
boarded the express car, and Mr. Lane 
knowing me, and knowing that I had been 
a messenger, let me in tae car. I cannot 
tell how long I was in the car, nor wuere 
I got off, and have but little recollection 
of what- occurred. i-Know that.when [ 
got ready to go to work Mr. Lane was 
standing with his back to mie. I fired on 
him and he started to run for the door. 
When he got there, he cried out. I shot 
him several times, emptying my gun. 

“I then took the money and goods from 
the safe and then shot Lane again wiih 
his owa revolver. I do not know how 
many times I shet him with his own re- 
volver. I left the car at the next stop. Il 
did not know the name of the town, and @ 
man told me where I could find a hotel. I 
went to a room and fixed the envelopes 
and other evidence of the robbery and 
made them up in a package to get rid of 
them and snipped them to Lockport, N 
Y., in the name of C. W. Caylor, by way 


of Cleveland. After getting the money, I / 


did not count it, and do not yet know 
how mucn there was of it. I could not 
sleep, but lay tossing on the bed. I went 
to the train next morning after placing 
the package in the express office and came 
to the city.”

London, August 4.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—A. G. Hales, rep- 
resentative in South Africa of The Daily 
News, is the latest war correspondent to 
attack the methods and the red tape of 
the British war office. He says: 

“Let me tell you how our army in Afri- 
ca, is treated by the incompetent people in 
the city of London. I pledge my word as 
& man and a journalist that every writ- 
ten word is true, I will add nothing. nor 
detract from, nor set down aught in 


| Malice, If my statements are proven false 


then ket me be scourged with the tongue 
and pen of scorn from every decent Brit- 
on’s home and hearth forever after, for 
he who Hes about his country at such an 
hour as this is of all traitors the vilest. 
I will deal now particularly with the men 
who are acting under command of Lieu- 
tenant General Sir Leslie Rundle. This 
good soldier and courteous gentleman has 
to hold a frontage line from Winburg via 
Senekal almost to the borders of Bassu- 
toland. His whole front, extending near- 
ly a hundred miles, is constantly threat- 
éned by an active, dashing, determined 
enemy, an enemy who knows the country 
far better than an English fox hunting 
squire knows the ground he hunts over 
season after season, To hold this vast 
line intact General Rundle has to march 
from point to point as his scouts warn 
him of the movements of the tireless foe. 

“General Rundle’s task is a colossal 
one, and any sane man would think that 
gigantic efforts would be made to keep 
him amply supplied with food for his sol- 
diers. But such is not the case, The men 
are absolutely starving. Many of the in- 
fantrymen are so weak that they can 
barely stagger along under the weight of 
their soldierly equipment. They are worn 
to shadows and move with weary, listless 
footsteps on the march. People high up 
in authority may deny this. but he who 
denies it sullies the truth. This is what 
the soldiers get to eat, what they have 
been getting to eat for a long time past, 
and what they are likely to get for a long 
time to come, unless England rouses her- 
self and bites to the bone in regard to 
the people who are responsible for it: 

‘“‘One pound of raw flour, which the sol- 
diers have to cook after a hard day’s 
march, is served out to each man every 
alternate day. The following day he eats 
one pound of biscuits. In this country 
there is no fuel excepting a little ox dung 
dried by the sun, If a soldier is lucky 
enough to pick up a little he can go to 
the nearest water. of which there is plen- 
ty. mix his cake without yeast or baking 
powder, and make some sort of a wretch- 
ed mouthful. He gets one pound of raw 
fresh meat daily, which nine times out of 
ten he cannot cook, and there his sup- 
piies end. 

“What has become of the rations of 
rum, ef sugar, of tea, of groceries gen- 
erally? Ask at the snug little railway 
sidings, where the goods are stacked— 


, and forgotten. 


Ask in the big stores in 
Cape Town and other seaport towns, Ask 
in your own country, where countless 
thousands of pounds worth of foodstuff 
Hie rotting in the warehouses, bound up 
and tied down with red tape bandages. 
Ask, yes, ask; but don’t stop asking— 
damn somebody high up in power. Don't 
let some wretched underling be made the 
scapegoat of this criminal state of alf- 
fairs. for the taint of this shameful thing 
rests upon you, upon every Briton whose 
home, privileges and prasperity are being 
safeguarded by these famishing men. The 
folks in authority will probably tell you 
that General Rundle and his splendid 
fellows are so isolated that food cannot 
be obtained for them. I say that this is 
false. for recently, I, in company with 
another correspondent, left General Run- 
dle’s camp without an escort. We made 
our way in the saddle, taking our two 
cape carts with us to Winburg railway 
station: leaving our horse flesh there, 
we iook train for East London. Then 
back to the junction, and dowy to Cape 
Town, where we remained for férty-eight 
hours, and made ofir way back’to Win- 
burg and from Winburg we came without 
the escort to rejoin General Rundle at 
Hammonta. If two war correspondents 
could traverse that country and get 
through with winter supplies for them- 
selves, why cannot the transport people 
manage to do the same? These trans- 
port people affect to look with contempt 
upon a war ‘correspondent and his opin- 
ions on things military; but if we could 
not manage transport business better 
than they do, most of us would willingly 
stand up and allow ourselves to be shot. 


“Our men on the fields of war are 
famishing, whilst millions worth of food 
lies rotting on our wharves and in our 
cities, food that ought, with ordinary 
management, to be within easy reach of 
our fighting generals. Britain asks of 
General Rundle the fulfilment of a task 
that would tax the energies and abilities 
of the first generals in Europe, and with 
a stout heart he faces the work in front 
of him, faces it with men whose knees 
knock under them when they march, with 
hands that shake when they shoulder 
rifles—shake, but not with fear; tremble, 
but not from wounds, but from weakness, 
with poverty of blood and muscle, 
brought about by continual hunger. Are 
these men fit to storm a kopje? Are 
they fit to tramp the whole night through 
to make a forced march to turn-a posi- 
tion and then fight nke their fathers 
fought next day? 

“I tell you, no. And yours be the 
shame if the empire’s flag be lowered— 
not theirs, but yours—for you-—what do 
you do? You stana@ in your music halls 
and about a chorus of songs full of sen- 
timents of pride for your soldiers; full 
of praise for his patience, his pluck, and 
his devotion to duty; and you let him go 
hungry, 80 hungry that I have often 
seen him quarrel with a negro for a 
handful of raw mealies on the march.”

RUSHED TO MARKET 


Americus Has Already Received Twenty- 
Four Bales. 


LARGE RECEIPTS THIS WEEK 


Crop Prospects, Though, Are Not 
Encouraging. 


DROUGHT NEARLY RUINED THE COTTON 


Heat Blistered the Fields and Farm- 
ers Are Blue—General News 
of Americus. 


Americus, Ga,, August 12.—(Special.)— 
Cotton will be coming into this market 
at @ lively rate this week. Up to last 
night twenty-four bales of the new crop 
had been marketed here and local ware- 
house men count upon 250 to 800 bales this 


week The fearful drought of the past 
tern days has given a black eye to the 
bright prospects existing up to that time. 
The cotton stalk was full of ‘sap and has 
withered and burned under the intense 
heat. Large fields hereabout are hlistered 
with the heat and rust and in some fields 
wagon loads of forms and young bolls 
can be raked off the ground. Even the 
past week has witnessed a great change 
in the crop prospect here , and even with 
better prices prevailing the farmers are 
feeling a little blue, About 80,000 bales 
of cotton were handled in Americus the 
past season, but just now it Is not be- 
lieved that this year’s receipts will be 
as large. 


Revising the Jury List. 


The jury commissioners of Sumter coun- 
ty have just completed the revision of 
the jury box and the result was quite 
surprising. Nearly 800 names !n the box 
last year are left out this time because 
they did not appear upon the tax books, 
largely, though some were omitted for 
cause. Hundreds of citizens of Sumter 
county made no returns of their proper- 
ty this year and all of these are jeft out 
of the jury box. The digest shows a 
shrinkage in values of $223,000 as com- 
pared with last year’s returns, and more 
than half of this loss can be charged 
up to the failure of property owners to 
make returns, though $100,000 ean be 
traced to the burning of e large manu- 
facturing plant, and also to an investment 
of money in government bonds by one 
of the local banks. In the shrinkage of 
values this year 11,000 acres of farm lands 
have disappeared from the tax digest. It

Demands Must Be Met. 

Minister Wu is inclined to take an op- 
timistic view of the situation, but it can 
be said authoritatively that his view is 
riot shared in fully by the Washington 
officials. There is no disposition evident 
today to abate by one single jot the de- 
mands which have been made upon China. 
A strong hope is expressed, however, that 
the Chinese government will accede io 
the demands eventually, and perhaps very 
soon. This hope is based upon the edict 
appointing Earl Li to sue for peace. To 
this extent, it may be said, the view of 
the officials here is optimistic. 

No reply, at least no direct reply, has 
been received 40 the memorandum trans- 
mitted to the Chinese government through 
Minister Wu by the department of state. 
It‘ may be that the imperative demands 
contained in the memorandum induced 
the promulgation of the edict delivered to 
this government today, but the edict in 
itself is not accepted as a reply to those 
demands. 

The attitude assumed by the diplo- 
matic representatives of European govern- 
ments in Washington is sufficent evidence 
that the powers will press vigorously the 
demands which they have made upon the 
Chinese governmént. To Pekin the al- 
lied armies will go, it is declared frankly, 
unless every demand wm acceded to and 
all possibie reparation is made by China 
for the outrages committed.

The same correspondent understands that 
Li Shan, vice president of the board of 
revenue, has been imprisoned om a charge 
of rendering assistance to the members 
of the foreign legations. 


THREE MORE CHAPELS GONE. 


Wildman, at Hong Kong, Hears from 
Mission at Swato. 


‘Hong Kong, August 12.~The United 
States consul general here, Mr. Wildman, 
has received a telegram from the Amer- 
ican Baptist mission at Swato, province 
of Kwang Tung, saying that three more 
chapels have been demolished and that 
there has been much looting of mission 
property. The dispatch also says an at- 
tempt was made upon the life of a preach- 
er there, and that the officials are taking 
no action in the mattgr. No troubles are 
attributed to the ‘‘Vegetarian Society,” 
probably an offshoot of the notorious 
““Triads,’’ though some believe the ‘“Veg- 
etarians’ are connected with the boxers.

Washington, August 12.—Mr. Wu, the 
Chinese minister, is very much elated 
over the appointment of Li Hung Chang 
as a plenipotentiary to arrange peace 
with the powers.- He sincerely hopes that 
it wil' be accepted ‘by them, as the results 
attained, in his opinion, would be satis- 
factory to all concerned. 

“I think Earl Li’s designation a capital 
one,”’ he said. ‘Aside from the emperor 
and empress, he is the highest official of 
the Chinese government and he has the 
implicit confidence of all Chinamen, In 
many ways he is eminently cualified to 
act as an intermediary between his own 
government and the representatives of 
the powers which may be arrointed to 
act with him. He has done excellent 
work for the Chinese and they have great 
confidence in hig discretion and wisdom. 
Earl Li has traveled over a large part of 
the world, has met many of its foremost 
people and they are familiar with his 
abliity. I hope his appointment will be 
acceptable to the powers, and I know 
the*results of the negotiations conducted 
1@- him will be satisfactory alike to Chi- 
nese and to foreigners, for he will be 
just and honorable in al] his dealings.”’

VERICLE FULL OF PEOPLE 


Fifteen Persons Are Fatally Injured 
While Three Only Escape 


PARTY RETURNING FROM FUNERAL 


Special Train on the Lehigh and New 
England Railroad Strikes an 
Omnibus Containing 
Twenty-Five 
Persons. 


Slatington, Pa., August 12.—Fifteen per- 
scns were instantly killed and eleven 
others, several of whom will die, were 
seriously injured tonight in a grade cross- 
ing accident three miles east of this city 
by a passenger train on the Lehigh and 
New England rdilroad crashing into an 
omnibus containing twenty-five persons. 
All the dead and injured were in the om- 
nibus and but three escaped uninjured. 
The dead are:

Petérs, was returning to Slatington, from 
a funeral the occupants had been attend- 
ing at Cherriesville. The coach belonged 
to Henry Bittner, of Slatington, and the 
dead and injused were nearly all relatives 
of Sophia Choeffner, at whose obsequies 
they had been present. The train was a 
special and consisted of an engine and 
one car. At the point at which the col- 
lision occurred there is a sharp curre 
in the road and the omnibus came along 
at a good rate of speed, the occupants 
unconscious of any impending danger. As 
the bus swung’ around the curve the en- 
gine and car came in sight. It was too 
late to stop either the omnibus or the 
train, and as the driver of the former 
whipped up the four horses to cross the 
track ahead of the train, the latter crash- 
ed into its middle. The occupants were 
thrown in all directions, bruised and 
bleeding. The eleven dead were killed 
outright. Physicians and a special train 
were sent for and the injured were tak- 
en to South Bethlehem, 

No. watchman is employed to warn 
teams or pedestrians of any approaching 
train and those living in the vicinity state 
that it is impossible to hear an approach- 
ing train. 

A peculiar feature of the accident was 
that the horses drawing the bus escaped 
unhurt. .

COLUMBUS TO HAVE A DEPOT. 


Central Railroad To Make Improve- 
ments in Building. 
_Columbus, Ga., August 12.—(Spectial.)— 
A remodeled passenger station for Co- 
Jumbus, which means practically a new 
depot, now seems to be a certainty. 
Some time ago the Central railway, 
which owns the present union depot, pe- 
titioned the commons commissioners for 
fome adjoining land on which to build 
an addition to the present shed. The 
commissioners considered the matter at 
length, and obtained assurances from 
President Egan that there was no doubt 
about the intention to remodel the pres- 
ent station. At a meeting of the com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon, a com- 
mittee which had been in conference 
with President Egan, who spent the day 
in the city, reported that he had had 
plans prepared and that they were ex- 
hibited to them, The improvements are 
to cost between thirty and forty thous- 
and dollars. The commissioners decided 
to sell the land, with the proviso that 
no other road be deprived of trackage 
in the shed. This applies to both the 
present and the future. The committee 
was directed to go ahead and close the 
Jeal with the Central, and this will be 

déne immediately. 

The improved station will be a new 
depot to all intents and purposes. The 
present shed is both antiquated and in- 
adequate, and Columbus people are very 
much gratified over the proposed chan- 
ges. 

Here is a description of the new sta- 
tion: 

It will be a stone and brick structure 
264 feet long by 50 feet wide, built on the 
side of the old shed now standing. 

In the front corner will be the general 
waiting room 3 by 42 feet, finished in oak 
with arched ceiling, open timbers. - 

Joining the general waiting room will 
be an elegantly appointed ladies’ wait- 
ing room, large and specially arranged 
for comfort and convenience. 

In the central part of the building the 
general ticket and telegraph offices will 
be located in an open rotunda, lighted 
with large ventilated sky lights. From 
this rotunda open arcades will give access 
to the several tracks in the shed,

end mail rooms will all have an entrance 
to the street. The pavement will be laid

| is to attract large endowments. In 
t e east there is quite a competition in 
this business of attracting endowments, 
and, as a result, much toadying and 
bootlicking of millionaires. One uni-

out of hand because He refused to con- 
form his convictions to the supposed 
interests of the millionaire class. 

The reader will suppose we have 
wandered far from the matter in hand, 
which is the remark of the Virginia 
lady that no gentleman will appear in 
& lady’s compatiy in his shirtsleeves, 
As a matter of fact, we have followed 
the subject so closely that we have 
gone to the origin of the proposition. 
Men with money can afford to go with- 
out 4 coat and men who are trying to 
get money cannot afford to be im- 
peded or be made uncomfottable by 
wearing a coat When they are rushing 
after the almighty dollar. What they 
really should wear is the costume af- 
fected by pugilists and acrobats. 

Men who believe that all the gifts

Money has been important enouth 
from the beginning, but the gentlemén 
who lived and adorned society in the 
old days used it aS means to an end 
and did not seek it as an end itself, In 
seeking an education they were not 
possessed of the idea that it was val- 
uable because it would enable them to 
succeed in money making. Some of the 
richest men have been illiterates so far 
as education is concerned, and very 
few of the men who have built up the 
princely fortunes of today have any 
real education. 

And it ig true, even now. that very 
few of the rich young men of the hour 
are seeking what is called a liberal 
education. They go to college and be- 
come athletes. and play at the various 
games and mingle with their fellows: 
but only the few who may desire to be- 
come specialists in some particular 
braheh of learning take the lecture 
room seriously. or pursue ahy definite 
course of study—and a specialist can- 
not be said to have a liberal education. 

But money is not only the standard 
of value—it has become the object of 
young men’s ambition, and it is rapid- 
ly becoming the measure and standard 
of life. Let us hope thatsome wise man 
will arise to create a reaction, so that 
the old ideals will be restoreq to ®.

The Cranks and Their Fads. 


Mr. G. B. Shaw, who is himself a 
vegetarian, wants to know why people 
cannot have fads and enjoy them with- 
out trying to impcese them on others. 
Thus a person no gooner discovers that 
a vegetable diet agrees with him than 
he runs around trying to convince ev- 
erybody that a vegetable diet will be a 
On the other hand, 
when some one finds that he thrives 
best on a meat diet, he refuses to be 
happy uniess he can succeed in forcing 
meat down the throats of his friends 
and acquaintances. and on the com- 
munity at large. if he has. access to 
the newspapers or the magazines. 

The question is a very interesting 
one, but we hesitate to discuss it for 
fear some oné Will up and give us a 
“scientific” reason for the instinct or 
desiré that urges men to force their 
neculiar vieWs on others, We have no- 
torious and formidable examples of 
this keen desire in the various par- 
ties that have arisen from time to time 
with the avowed purpose of adopting 
sumptuary laws. 

To some men tobacco is a poison, 
whereupon they proceed to engage in 
a crusade against all forms of the to- 
bacco habit. Similarly there is a cru- 
sade against the manufacture and sale 
of alcoholic liquors. These crusades 
are made in the name of humanity and 
the moral law. They are assisted by 
“sciente,” too, though it must be ad- 
mitted that in these matters “‘sciepce” 
is a sort of Siamese twins. It can stand 
comfortably of both sides of 4 reason- 
ably low fence. 

For instance, there is one class of 
“scientists” which claims that alcohol 
is a destructive poison, and another 
class which claims that alcohol is a 
food. The afguments employed on 
both sides of the fence are futile and 
misleading. The “sclence” that claims 
to be science is simply a fraud and a 
humbug when it persists in leaving out 
of view altogether the all-important 
consideration of temperament. To 
some a moderate amount of alcohol is 
a food. to others a thimbleful is a 
poison. A physician who treated all 
cases of typhoid fever precisely alike, 
paying no regard to the constitution 
and temperament of the patient, would 
be a failure from every point of view, 
ahd his professional brethren would 
regard him as a fool. Common sense, 
Which is very uhcotmmon, beats sel- 
ence all hollow in almost every depart- 
ment of investigation. 

‘We know of instances ‘where men 
actually eat tobacco and thrive on it. 
On the other hand many who are fond 
of it find that it ruins their health and 
digestion. Nature maintains the aver- 
age in these matters, otherwise the 
great majority of mankind would be 
tobacco uSerg and drunkards; whereas, 
the great majority of mankind are 
temperate and sober, and either use 
tobacco and alcohol discreetly or not 
at all, 

A drink, a diet or a habit that agrees 
with one will not agree with another, 
and all the investigations of “science” 
in these questions will be futile until 
the ‘“‘scientists’’ realize that tempera- 
ment is the controlling factor and that 
temperament is as various in its man- 
ifestations as the aspect of the human 
countenance, In the end, all such mat- 
ters will be left to the heaithy opera- 
tion of the laws which “science” can 
neither explain hor interfere with—the 
laws of constitution and temperament. 


Big Life Insurance Risks. 


The report that the late King Hum- 
bert. of Italy, carried a fisk of $7,090,- 
000 on his life has been denied by those 
who should know the facts, but the 
discussion engendered is an interesting 
one. 

It is said that even if royal persons, 
who are in receipt of unlimited income, 
were so disposed as to carry large risks, 
it would become impossible, owing to 
the heavy expenses which always be- 
long to their station. The debts piled 
up in youth are held against old age, 
and hence the closing yeats of a 
prince’s life are annoyed by trying to 
nay up old bills. Upon this phase The 
Baltimore American says that in youth 
their prodigality causes most of them 
to become a prey to bankers and 
usurers, ad upon becoming fulers 
they are compelifeq to pay those debts, 
the payments es ie for a great 
number of yeats; also their station in 
life compels them to bear a great many 
family burdens, such as relations with 
a small income, Furthermore, being 
royal, they generally do all things in a 
foyal manner. Living royally com- 
pels a large and expensive staff of at- 
tendants and servants. All these réa- 
sons seem to exclude to a great extent 
the possibility of very much money 
being expended in insuranee premi- 
ums.

Republicans Will Have Candidates 
in Some Districts. 
Birmingham, Ala., Augtist 12.—(Special.) 
It will not be necessary for a very aetive 
campaign to be made in Alabama for the 
coming national election. Alabama is a 
democratic state, beyond all chancé, and 
Bryan and Sievenson will secure the 
electoral vote of the state by a large ma- 
jority. The electoral tieket for the demo- 
cratic party has just been made known by 
Chairman John V. Smith, of the demio- 
cratic campaign comniittee, and the same 
is now being distributed throughout the 

State for publication, ~ 

In the fourth district Hon. Sldney J. 
Bowie Will lead the demoeratic forces, 
and even if W. F. Aldrich, populist- 
republican, is brought out, he eannot de- 
‘feat him. Mr. Bowie was one of the able 
champions of Senator John T. Morgan in 
the great race made by the venerable 
senator With Governor Juséph F. John- 
ston a few months since. Mr. Bowie was 
one of the fivé men who stumped the 
State for Senator Morgan, and became 
Known as the “Mlying Squadron.’ The 
work performed by this ‘squadron’ was 
heavy, and county after county ean be 
credited to the work of the gentiemen 
composing the ‘“squadron.’’ There is no 
doubt biftt that Mr. Bowie will be’ the 
democratic nominee, John Burns, of 
Dallas county, is after the nomi- 
nation § also. In the eighth disirict, 
in the ninth district and in the other four 
districts there afé no doubts but that 
democrats will represent them in corti- 
gress.

“The murderer then took a trip to New 
York with a more offensive swagger than 
ever. 

‘Six of us theh—young lawvers—orgah- 
ized a secret society. Our object was to 
force Sullivan into a duel and kill him. 

‘In the course of a few months we found 
that the six good shots who had orgeh- 
ized for the force were simply to forée 
some good shots, and nothing else. 

‘Take that duel for instance. 

‘“Punctual to the very minute, Sullivan 
made his appearance. He waa faultlessly 
costumed and had the air of a man who 
was going to a picnic. His blue eyes 
never looked more innocent @nd he never 
looked mere at ease. 

“He smilingly expressed the hope that 
he had not kept the party waiting, and 
then deliberately removed his gloves. 
Then he stuck his cane in the grotind and 
its hoof-like handle he inserted his 
half-smoked cigar, remarking that it 
would hardly go out pefore he would beé 
ready to consume it. 

“The two took their places at the proper 
time and the shots; rang out when the 
word was given. 

“Sullivan remained standing, but the 
other man had fallen with a bullet 
through his heart. 

“The survivor peplacéd his clear and 
left the piace with his friends. 

“Poor dévil!’ he said. ‘It was quiek 
work, and my eigar wasted no time.’ 


“After this even the friends of his club 
disliked him. They avuide@d him and 
showed in many ways that they did not 
like or respect him. 

“The Charleston ¢lub gave ut its idea 
of fighting the Saneet to @ finish.’’

“He neve married, never @ave marked 
attention to any woman, but accumulated 
a cemfortable fortune, and in his eld- 
fashidtied mansion, where he entertained 
his friends, he fheve? seemed to regret his 
old dueling days. 

“If he evet regretted the killing of his 
old friend he nevér expressed it.”

How Prisoners Will Be Either All 
Men or Women—Last Saturday 
Was Negro Women’s ‘‘Run.” 


The @epartment of the city prison rele. 
gated to the tise of negro women was 
overerowded Iast night. 

Saturday night a week ago only two 
negsto women wera afrested, and jast 
Saturday thirty-eight of them were taten 
in custody by the poli¢®. This has caused 
the police at the barracks to discuss a 
eriminal phenomenon. 

The police have what is ¢alled a “run” 
of one particular kind of prisoners. On 
some nights neatly evéry prisoner locked 
up at the police barracks Is a negro wo- 
man; the next night the great majority 
may be white women; and the next, the 
white men may be in the ascendency, 
while on the foufth hight negro men may 
crowd the prison While there may be véry 
few white men and woménh and negro 
women,

any night ani remain between 9 and i) 
o'clock he will readily see that what the 
police Mean bY a “ruin” ts ho trick of the 
Imagination, |

ESCAPED CONVICT 


FIGHTS OFFICER 
Patrolman Luck Has Fierce Fight in 
an Old Field, 

USED PISTOL FOR A CLUB 


Prisoner Said To Be a Notorious Cow 
and Horse Thief. 


WOMAN GIVES INFORMATION TO POLICE

Officer Luck broke away and drew his 
pistol. Before he could fire ft the negro 
ran toward him. The policeman used the 
Weapon a8 a club and struck the negro 
a full blow in the face. This ended the 
fight, for the negro fell in a heap and 
was quickly handcuffed. 

Officer Luek sent the man to the police 
barracks and went to see a negro woman 
with whom he had been living. The wod- 
man stated that the negro was Augustus 
Brooks, alfas Hamp Rowell. and that he 
had escaped from the convict camp near 
Macon.

PROPOSED TURF EXCHANGE 


Dr. Walker Lewis, in his sermon at the 
First Methodist church yesterday morn. 
ing, scored in unmeasured terms the or- 
dinance recently introduced in council to 
allow a turf exchange to be eStablished 
in Atlanta. He said that Atlanta didn’t 
want any more hell fire and that is what 
the turf exchange would bring. He called 
upon the members of the church to utter 
a strong protest against the proposed or- 
dinance. His remarks were heard with 
the closest attention, He took for his 
text: 

“And while I was speaking and pray- 
fng and confessing.’’-—Danie) ix, 20-23. 

Among other things he said: 

‘*A good man’s nearness to heaven is 
the chief matter for study here. 

“That Daniel was a good man is too 
clear for denial or doubting. He stood by 
his conscience as a young man at the 
risk of probable failure and death, and 
he was true to God despite the danger, 
being cast into a lion’s den rather than 
withhold from Him the tribute of prayer. 
And his life, between these extremes, was 
So blameless that a committee of enemies 
were sure they could find nothing wrong 
in the record of his public career. Even 
God, who charges His angels with folly, 
and in whose sight the heavens, are not 
clear, pronounced the life of Daniel in 
need of nothing to make it better, All 
| honor in the churches to this white brow- 
ed saint! 

“He was a good man, and others to be 
good like him, must be imbued with the 
qualities that marked his heart and char- 
acter. The first element of his piety, seen 
here. was his confession of the sin of his 
people and of humanity. It is easier to 
confess the sins of others than the sins 
of ourselves. We see the mote in anoth- 
er’s eye more clearly than the beam in 
our own eye, although the beam is larger 
than the mote. He saw both with fair- 
ness of sight. 

“Seeing sin as it is and as God sees it 
is a vital condition to its confession. Any- 
body’s bare admission that he has sinned 
is really no more confession than it would 
be confession to say that he was born in 
Galilee. Confession is the echo of God's 
voice and heart about sin, and it is, as 
the term implies. declaiming and feeling 
as God does about it, It is the very same 
thought that we utter when we say that 
figures, having the same sides and the 
same angles, are identical and always 
coincide. Confession, therefore, echoes 
God’s mind about sin, and agrees exact- 
ly with His view and abhorrence of its 
nature. Confessing for himself, Daniel 
agreed with God; confessing for his peo- 
ple he did more than agree with God, in 
being so tender to other sinners that 
he was identified with them, as Christ is 
with the saints, and felt their woe as 
did the mother who took her daughter’s 
distress, when she said: ‘Lord, help me?’ 
This was goodness of soul; and in no oth- 
er way can anybody reach his exaltation 
of character than by hating sin as God 
hates it, and by loving sinners as Daniel 
loved them until he was lost in their 
wretchedness and ruin, and plead their 
cause as though it was his own entire- 
ly. ‘We have sinned.’ 

“His spirit of confession for them drove 

him to his knees. He besought the Lord 
to redeem Jerusalem from disgrace and 
danger. 
“The good men of today ought to be- 
come so identified by sympathy and love 
with the sinners about them as to not on- 
ly seek their extinction from the entan- 
giements already spread as nets for their 
feet, but to prevent any more trials be- 
ing set for their ensnaring. Let all good 
men and women, for example, unitedly 
protest against the council’s fastening 
upon Atlanta a turf exchange! That is 
contemplated. 

“An ibaaned allowing that evil and 
fixing its rights without defining the 
wrongs it will perpetuate, has foeen in- 
troduced in council and referred. I don't 
meddle in municipal affairs when mate- 
rial matters are the thing under consid- 
eration. It is no concern or business of 
mind what may be the policy of the coun- 
cil on any matter that does not involve 
morals. Tax, if they will, for water, but 
we don’t want any more hellfire here; 
and this the turf exchange would pring. 
Let us protest against its enactment, 4s 
a peril to the welfare of our community, 
and without one redeeming quality to 
mitigate the displeasure and abhorrence 
which its existence should arouse every- 
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erated in this city. At that time IT had a 


) son just budding into manhood, who lost 


his life after spending a small fortune 
through his association with turf ex- 
changes. ¥ 

“I have another son who has just 
reached the required age to frequent such 
places, and when I saw the article in the 
newspapers my fears were aroused for 
him, In God’s name, I pray you to do all 
in your power to stop this curse from 
entering our city again.’ 

“A Despairing Mother’ is the signature, 
and she adds by way of postscript: 

“*The good people of this city ought to 
have some voice in this matter.’ 

“God bless this brave woman forever! 
She has a right to speak for motherhood 
and right. From the grave of one son, 
and the midst of vision about another, 
she prays with pen and heart and suffer- 
ing’ against tne enactment of this need- 
less and unrighteous measure. Will not 
the council hear her pleadings, and pity 
her fear? Why open this corrupt and cor- 
rupting business, that a few men may 
gratify their unlawful propensities at the 
experse of the home and motherhood? 
It is a shame, and its reference, rather 
than its immediate and indignant re- 
jection, indicates that we are nearer hell 
than pentecost. May I trust First Metho- 
dist church will today utter her- protest 
against that propcsed ordinance, and 
adopting the lettar of this noble woman 
as its own sentiments send it to the 
courcil with an emphatic disapproval of 
this inequality and its toleration? 

“There are worse things than this! 

“True enough. But God hasn't said we 
are good in allowing them. The social 
evil ought to be rooted up, although the 
charge of his honor, Judge Candler, in- 
sisting upon that work, was met by the 
Statement, ‘This is a necessary evil.’ 
Grand jurymen may amend the seventh 
ccmmandment, but a good man dare not 
ertertain that horrible profanity. Bar- 
rcOms are worse. It’s less evil to lose 
mcrey in betting than it is to lose money, 
and health and life and character in 
diunkenness. But the fact. that we 
have several hundred hells in Atlanta 
that ought to be closed cannot be a rea- 
son for opening another. We have enough 
already. and we don’t desire this addi- 
tion, Merchants, and mothers, and press- 
ed families and as3urance companies will 
be the chief sufferers from this corrupt- 
ing institution. 

“Daniel's nearness to heaven, as well 
a3 his goodness, is taught here, and that. 
is a sweeter fact. It came of his good- 
ness, 

“We locate heaven far away, 

“It is to our apprehension beyond the 
stars. And beyond the stars are other 
stars, and beyond these stars yet other 
Stars. It seems a long distance in our 
geography to the Father’s house and the 
King’s throne. I cannot tell you how 
far in miles, but you can measure the 
distance in minutes upon your fingers. 
It wasn’t five minutes from Daniel to 
God! It was a short prayer that he made, 
hardly longer than the preface to most 
public intercession, and yet an angel 
sent from God and made to fly after the 
saint had begun to plead, interrupted the 
petitioner before he had finished his 
pleadings and brought him God's answer 
and the tokens of His love! 

“It’s not five minutes to heaven, thank 
God! Our Lord, when in Gethsemane’s 
dismal temptation found the swift relief 
of the angels who had come to his dis- 
tress. And when He was bound, and 
Peter attempted His deliverance, He bade 
the fiery fisherman put up the sword, 
saying: ‘Know ye not that I’ve but to 
ask the Father and presently He will send 
me twelve legions of armed angels?’

FUND CONTINUES TO GROW 


Distressing Conditions Prevail in the 
Famished Country. 


CABLEGRAM RECEIVED IN NEW YORK 


An Interesting Letter of Acknowl- 
edgment Has Been Received 
by Treasurer Orme. 


Following is a copy of a cablegram re- 
celved in New York from United States 
Consul William H. Fee, Bombay. chair- 
man of Americo-Indian relief commit- 
tee: 

“Dr. Hume has just made the tour of 
Gujurat and Rajputana, in northern part 
of famine district. Cholera is spreading, 
but the people are attempting to sow 
their fields. Suffering will increase during 
rainy season. Extreme need of funds for 
clcthing and blankets. Many destitute, 
belpless children. Im some cases poor 
farmers must be aided to buy or obtain 
the uSe of oxen.”’ 

In addition to the receipt. of the ;above 
cablegram Joseph T. Orme, treasurer of 
the Georgia committee on Indian famine 
relief. has received the following letter 
from Chairman L, T. Chamberlin, of New 
York: , 

“IT must beg the privilege of making in 
addition to our treasurer’s forma] receipt, 
very gratefu] acknowledgment of your 
check for $713.58, forwarded under date 
of August 4th. The gift is not only gen- 
erous, but also most timely. Since I last 
wrote to you the suffering in India has 
increased rather than diminished. Fayor- 
able rains have at last fallen, but as 
they have fallen on emaciated and destl- 
tute millions, they have actually intensi- 
fied the suffering. It is now true that the 
necessity for clothing anu blankets and 
shelter must be added to the necessity 
for food. 

“On the other hand, it still remains true 
that the facilities for securing relief in 
the famine district are as great as ever. 

“The $713.58, with other gifts amounting 
to $10,000, will be cabled to India August 
10th. Five days thereafter the gift may 
be thought of as supplying a day’s food 
for nearly 24,800 hit(ngry persons, includ- 
ing not a few famished children, or buy- 
ing 2.141 native blankets for the almost 
naked, or enabling nearly 300 impover- 
ished farmers to reseed their fields. I 
deem it scarcely jess than wonderful how 
much relief can be secured for each dol- 
lar wisely expended in the famine dis- 
trict.’’

Peter d'd not Know what Jesus meant, 
but rebellious, stubborn, impulsive as he 
was, he drew in his little bits and iet 
Christ take the iead, Abraham followed 
God not knowing where He was going.

It was Luther 
who gaid he.wauld rather obey than 
work miracles. -There was a teacher 
once who was explaining to her Sunday 
school class the scripture, ministers of 
His who do His pleasure, and she asked 
how do the angeis carry out God's will?

Dr. J. W. Quililan delivered an excel- \ tive Chinese convert who has shed his 


lent sermon yesterday morning from the 
pulpit of Trinity church. 

His text was taken from Romans i, 16: 
“I am not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ, for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that belleveth.” 

Dr. Quillilan sald in part: 

“It meant much for Paul to make this 
statement. He had been reared in exclu- 
sive circles, and-moved in what was 
known as the highest gulld of society, en- 
joyed the best educational advantages, 
belonged to the literati of his day—was 
proud and secluded by birth and practice. 
Christ came from the despised sect of 
Nazarines and belonged to the Galilean 
peasantry, His father was a carpenter 
and He himself worked at the bench. 
Added to this Jesus had died between two 
thieves upon a cross. the most shameful 
death known. 

“Yet wé find this proud man identified 
with Jesus and glorying in His 
cross. The power of Christ had taken 
hold upon him and made him a new 
man, Crucified his pride, eliminated his 
prejudice and made him to see things as 
they are, and to measure men for what 
they are rather than what they have. So 
Jesus does for every man 9 comes to 
Him and learns of Him, touches Him and 
recelves His power, 

“This Christ presents H’mself to the 
world as the Messenger come from God 
to men clothed in all the attributes of the 
godhead. In Him is unfolded all the pow- 
er of God for the salvation of men The 
only imitation nlaced upon this power is 
faith in this Christ. Whosoever belleves 
is saved, of every race or nationality. Let 
no man doubt its efficiency until] he has 
tested its power personally, 

“To be believed it must be published, 
for faith comes by hearing and hearing 
by the preaching of the word. To publish 
this gospel Christ organized and commis- 
sioned’ His church. She has no other busi- 
ness on earth, and so long as she does 
this she can claim Christ’s presence with 
her. It requires men and means to carry 
on the work, and whoever gives himself 
and his possessions to the spread of the 
gospel is helping to save men—none oth- 
ers are. 

“Tf the gospel is God's power for the 
salvation of the world, depend upon it, 
and nothing else. Quit theorizing and 
temporizing. Preach the gospel; live the 
gospel; support the gospel—that alone 
will make new men fit for earth and 
heaven.”’

Yesterday. at the First Christian church, 
the service was conducted by Rev. H. 
C. Combes. the state evangelist. The 
morning lesson from Psalms was, beau- 
tifully read, and the morning hymn was 
sung with much feeling—for an audience 
that would gaiher in. such heat as yes- 
terday’s, would naturally appreciate such | 
sentiment as:

Mr. Combes spoke of the work of the 
Christian church in Georgia and hence 
largely of Georgia herself—indeéd he 
seemed to take for his text the seal 
motto: ‘fnon sibi, sed allis:”

The tide of emi- 
gration is indeed turning southward and 
Georgia is securing her share while there 
is much. land to possess, much territory 
yet unoccupled, there are signs that the 
state is. in every part, taking on new 
life; progress, prosperity, development are 
very apparent. 

If all this be true now is the time to 
go forward with the gospel news, now is 
the time to lift the standard of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

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At Merritts avenue church, Rev, R. F. 
Eakes, the pastor, used the text, Revela- 
tions xi, 15: “The kingdoms of the world 
ara become the kingdoms of our Lord and 
of his Christ and he sha!) reign forever 
and evyer.’”’ 

He said substantially: 

‘Jesus Christ came to win to God the 
world, the whole world, and he is going 
to do it, and in hisiwn way. The devil's 
temptation at the outset tried to defeat 
his purpose by ylelding the world to 
Jesus on Satan’s terms. This did not suit 
the Christ. 
way. Jesus would not adopt the kingdom 
here as he found it. He would brine 
down the kingdom of heaven and estab- 
lish it here on earth, just as Great Bri- 
tain establishes English rule wherever 
English arms have prevailed. 

“Jesus has already made deen impress 
upon the faith and forms and customs 
and civilizations of this world. The whole 
face of it looks changed through the 
Christ. His kingdom began with the 
twelve Galileans. Two centuries were 
needed to reduce the Roman empire even 
to small allegiance. During the two hun- 
dred years the martyrs were innumer®g- 
ble and their bones and blood were given 
withcut stint to advance the 
The nations of that day who were not 
ready’ to believe in Christ became most 
puissant in the worid’s affairs. . 

“Every succeeding century and every 
new generation has found the world 
nearer to God and living nearer to the 
high Christian ideals. It is true in a great 
measure that the kingdoms of the world 
are become the kingdoms of our Lord and 
his Christ. This wil] be more and more 
true without trying to shoot religion into 
people with a gatling gun or kill people 
to make them believe. The statements of 
Bryan and of Tillman in this connection 
are true in @ sense, and it is at the same 
time true that the. gospel is going to 
force itself upon the earth and its peo- 
ple by its own foree and methods. The 
edict has gone forth, “Go ye into all the 
world.” The flag of the kingdom is going 
to float in every capital and i¢ will not 
be hauled down. Missionaries will die 
by i¢ and are ready to do so at any mo- 
ment. :

At the Second Baptist church yesterday 
morning Dr. Malcolm McGregor preached 
an unusually interesting sermon. His 
subject was “Contending for the Faith.” 
In part he said: 

“The epistle of Jude is an earnest 
warning, an impassioned invective, and a 
vehement contending against corruptions 
and corrupters of the gospel. It is a 
bugle call to all true soldiers of the cross, 
summoning them to enthusiastic warfare 
for the truth. The vigilant and vigorous 
hostility of the champions of error, and 
the negligence and supinesness of the 
friends of truth, in Jude’s early day, de- 
mandeg this abrupt and ringing call to 
arms. But it was not intended for that 
age alone. The call reverberates with di- 
vine authority, through all the ages, to 
ali the followers of Christ. 

“There are in our day tendencies and 
influences that render it necessary for 
al] true Christians to give fhe utmost 
heed to this imperative inspired injunc- 
tion. 

“The matter for which Christians are 
enjoined to contend. We are to con- 
tend for ‘the faith,’ for the truth and 
will of God as revealed in the sacred 
writings. 

‘“‘We must contend for the faith in its 
realty. The Bible term ‘faith,’ expresses 
the attitude and acting of the Christian’s 
mind and heart toward the word of truth 
and the person of the Savior. The New 
Testament phrase ‘the faith,’ designates 
the entire system of the gospel truth, 
the sum of things to be believed, and, 
by necessary implications, the sum of 
things to be practiced in the religion of 
Christ. It is for revealed truth, doc- 
trinal and practical, that we are to con- 
tend. 

“We are often told now-a-days that 
it is of no consequence what a man be- 
lieves. if his conduct is correct. But this 
is absurd. One might as well say that it 
matters not what the foundation may 
be, if the superstructure is properly built, 
As in medicine, law, philosophy, politics, 
so also in religion, the fundamental doc- 
trines determine both the character 
and the fate of the  superstruc- 
ture. Christian doctrine is the raw 
material out or which Chris- 
tian principle, character and Ufe are 
formed. In its inmost essence, distinc- 
tively Christian ethics is the reduction 
of Christian doctrine to practice, the vital 
transmutations of it unto Christian 
character and conduct, and, Hike the most 
abtruse* truths “of” science, the 
‘mhost abstruse truths of the g0s- 
pel are, in their intimats bearings 
intensety practical. The arstruge prin- 
ciples discovered by Pasteur and Edi- 
son in their laboratories became in a short 
time the practice of millions in the bus!- 
ness of life. ° Even so, Christian doctrine 
thoroughly applied produces the science 
of Christian duty and the secret of Chris- 
tian experience. ’ 

‘“‘We must contend for the faith in its 
integrity. Every part of the faith is 
important to every other part of it, and, 
in its degree, to the purposes intended 
by the whole. For the whole of it the 
followers of Christ, as appointed custo- 
dians of the faith, are held responsible. 
We must. therefore, keep the faith as it 
was delivered to us in its symmetry and 
completeness. Special prominence should 
be given to such cardinal doctrines as the 
depravity of human nature, the rigor of 
divine law, the supreme authority of 
seripture, the majesty and splendor of 
the divine perfections, the divinity and 
humanity of Christ, the genuineness and 
efficacy of the atonement, the grace of 
the Holy Spirit in regeneration and sanc- 
tification. the sovereignty of divine grace 
in applying the benefits of salvation, the 
final preservation of all who truly re- 
pent and believe, the judgment to come, 
the eternity of both blessedness and pun- 
ishment. The true doctrine of the 
church, which is ‘the pillar and the ground 
of the truth,’ and of the ordinances, which 
are ‘the molds of doctrine,’ is also highly 
important. We must contend for the 
faith in its purity. The faith, the whole 
faith. and nothing but the jaith, must 
be our motto, Vitally ne gospel 
truths are often neutralized by fhe 
ence of errors intermingled therewith. 
Let us therefore strive to hold and dis- 
seminate the faith without any admixture 
of error. 

“The contending for the faith enjoined 
upon Christians. The aim of our con- 
tending should be the imterest of the 
faith. From our contending for the 
faith. we must eliminate utterly all ele- 
ments of self-seeking and party-seeking, 
and adopt as the supreme purpose of our 
warfarey the promotion. <f truth, the 
good of men, and the glory of God. 

‘The manner of’ our contending should 
be consistent with the faith. To employ 
carnal weapons in a spiritual, conflict is 
incongruous and vain. The foul fires 
of Baal and Moloch must not. be kindled 
upon the pure altars of Jehovah. The 
faith its to be contended for not with 
vitriolic rancor. but with all-patient and 
all-conquering love. We are to employ 
in the conflict, not the arm of flesh, but 
the power of the Spirit. 

“The degree of our contending should 

tbe worthy of the faith. We are exhorted 
to contend earnestly for “the faith As 
the word in the original imports, we are 
to tend with an agony of earnest- 
ness, like wrestlers bending the knee and 
bowing the frame in the arena, in the 
ecstacy of their strife. -A listless de- 
fense or advocacy of the faith is every 
way dishondring and compromising. We 
should have in our contending for the 
faith. the earnestness of BPlijah before 
the prophets of Baal and that of Peter 
and John before the sanhedrim, 
The tncentives to contend earnestly for 
the faith. God has solemnly committed 
the faith to the custody of his people. 
By right of creation and redemption, He 
exacts the propagandist servic> of them. 
This sacred trust is gur greatest repon- 
sibility and our most glo'.cus privilege. 
The dearest purposes of the divine mind 
and heart are thus, in a sense, made de- 
pendent on our instrumentality and fi- 
delity. 

“The faith can be preserved and com- 
municated to the world only through 
faithful Christian effort. The world 
‘gorely needs the faith, and without it 
must perish. Christianity is the hope 
of the world, its only salvation from sin 
and doom and despair. 

‘The reward of ail faithful contenders 
for the faith will be inspeakably zglori- 
ous.
